Proxmire, D-Wis., said the cars 


and chauffeurs serving more.than 
800 government, officials cost 
taxpayers $13 million, and $4.8 
million in taxes is lost because the 
IRS does not tax the service as 
fringe benefit income enjoyed by 
"government big shots."

Illinois branch of the militant 
Black Panther party, was shot to 
death during a police raid on 
Panther headquarters in Chicago 
on Dec. 4, 1969.

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Blizzards sweep Rockies

Blizzard snows swept the Rockies and Black 


Hills Friday, pushing storms eastward across the 
Plains to Nebraska, marooning and slowing 
Thanksgiving weekend travelers. 


The storm, the worst of the season in the high 


country, dumped two feet of snow at Lead, S.D., 
and was described as "a howling blizzard" at its 
height in northeastern Wyoming. 


Ground blizzards swept several high passes 


along the rib of the Colorado Rockies and piled 
knee-high drifts against buildings in the mountain 
towns of Granby and Dillon, Colo. 
. 


The National Weather Service called it "a 


major winter storm." Forecasters issued a bliz- 
zard warning:, for Denver and other .parts of 
Colorado east of the Rockies' front range. 


In Nebraska, strong northerly winds gusting as 


high as 45 miles an hour combined with snow to 
reduce visibility in some areas to near zero. 


The Weather Service warned that ^strong 


northerly winds, blowing snow and very cold 
temperatures will make travel dangerous from the 
Rockies eastward across the Plains from 
Nebraska southward to Oklahoma and northern 
Texas." 


"The air aloft with this system is as cold as 


observed in the dead of winter," the Weather Ser- 


" vice said. "The public should be aware of its poten- 
tial."

Late Friday.afternoon, the Nebraska Roads 


Department issued a warning to motorists of the 
dangerous driving conditions due to ice and 
blowing snow. 


Snow began falling in western Nebraska early 


Friday and moved across the state during the day. 


Heaviest snowfall reported by the Roads 


Department was five inches in the Panhandle. 
Mullen, located in western Nebraska received four 
inches. Three to four inches fell in the Cody and 
Valentine areas of northern Nebraska: 


In Seward where it began snowing about 3:30 


p.m., streets were snow and ice covered and "very 
slick," the Police Department reported. 


Although snow didn't begin falling in Lincoln 


until about 6 p.m. winds were strong all afternoon, 
gusting as high as 43 miles per hour. 


Several highways in Wyoming, including some 


stretches of interstate highway, were closed 
Thanksgiving night as high winds whipped up drifts 
and blowing snow cut visibility to zero at times. 


State highway crews opened most of them Friday 
but near blizzard conditions still existed east of the 
Continental Divide. 


Stranded travelers thronged motels in Sun- 


dance, Wyo., and overflowed into makeshift 
lodgings at the county jail. Casper Mountain, near 
Casper, Wyo., got an unofficial 16 inches of snow. 
More than 10 inches fell in the Big Horn mountains. 


The Nebraska State Patrol in North Platte said 


slippery highways were a factor in two injury ac- 
cidents south "of North Platte, and North Platte 
police said there were two minor non-injury ac- 
cidents reported by North Platte police Friday 
morning. 


A spokasman in'the Cherry County sheriff's of- 


fice at Valentine said roads in the Valentine area 
were snowpacked and icy and travel was slow.

law is upheld

Lancaster District Judge Samuel Van Pelt ruled 


Friday that the state's new but untried medical malprac- 
tice law is constitutional. 


Van Pelt ordered State Insurance Director Benjamin 


Nelson to enforce the law, which Nelson had refused to do 
following a ruling by the State Justice Department that the 
law appeared to be illegal. 


Van Pelt's order is considered a victory for the 


Nebraska Medical Association which drafted "the law. Sup- 
porters said the law was designed-to fight rising malprac- 
tice insurance costs and would encourage more insurance 
companies to write malpractive policies. 


The lawsuit was filed by St Elizabeth Health Center, 


by Harlan Papenfuss, president of the State Medical 
Association, and by Richard Prendergast, a Seward County 
nurse-anesthetist. 


Although the attorney general's office argued the law 


constituted special legislation. Van Pelt disagreed. 


He admitted, however, that while it could be debated 


whether a medical malpractice crisis exists in Nebraska, 
such a decision should be made by the Legislature, not the 
courts. 


Van Pelt did point out that the number of malpractice 


lawsuits and insurance costs are rising. As a result, be 
said, some doctors have either dropped out of medicine or 
limited their practice. 


"Many physicians out of an abundance of care have 


engaged in the practice of defensive medicine because of 
the fear of malpractice liability, which has resulted in 
further increasing health care costs," Van Pelt wrote. 


At the heart of the controversy over the new law was a 


provision limiting a patient's right to receive more than 
9500,000 in malpractice claims. Van Pelt said the 1500,000 
ceiling is reasonable. 


Since many physicians and others in the health care 


field may go without malpractice insurance because of 
rising costs. Van Pelt said, "In many cases the injured 
patient would be financially better off under the act than 
without it" 


If the ceiling becomes inadequate, be suggested the 


Legislature would hive the sense to adjust the figure. 


He also compared the law to the Nebraska Workmen's 


Compensation Act in that the kw doesn't "anreasonably 
impair or abolish" the right to contract 


Additionally, the judge found the malpractice law does 


not, as the state contended, limit an injared person's right 
to a jary trial.

Johnson 'would meet

The minimum rank for appointment by the 


governor is lieutenant colonel, a federal rank 
Johnson holds simultanously with his state 
designation of full colonel, said Capt. Leonard 
Krenk of the guard information office. 


There's no reason why he couldn't be con- 


sidered or appointed," Krenk said when asked 
about the possibility. 


That, however, was lambasted in a separate 


interview later by Omaha State Sen. Ernest 
Chambers. "Exon was hoping that by taking this 
action (firing Winner); it would be like an um- 
brella. make it appear he was getting the top 
dog. all the puppies would be forgotten, and Burl 
Johnson would be among the puppies." 


Chambers first disclosed information about 


the mock hanging of black Pvt Dan Briscoe of 
Lincoln's 67th Signal Platoon, and repeatedly 
urged investigations.

When Exon learned about the incident in Oc- 


tober via news reports. Chambers said, he 
"tried to exonerate Johnson and Winner" by 
saying information "was withheld from them." 


' Winner investigated at Exon's order. The 


general's report said Johnson learned of the May 
31 incident on June 9 while Winner was out of 
Nebraska and "did not believe the matter argent 
enough to report to the governor." Winner 
wrote: "I intend to reprimand Col. Johnson for 
this dereliction." 


In a Friday news conference, Exon said 


Johnson "first outlined the seriousness" of the 
mock hanging. 


Chambers insisted Johnson "deliberately 


misled the governor" about the timing of his 
knowledge. "I don't know what Johnson may 
have on the governor, but I can't understand why 
Exon would exonerate (him). From the stand- 
point of actual knowledge, he may be more guil- 
ty than Winner." 


Exon was more critical of Col. John J. 


Siefkes. brigade commander, who "did not 
follow through as much as be should" have, and 
put the investigation "'on the back burner" for 
three months. 
- 


Regarding Winner's sucessor. Chambers 


facetiously suggested Exon "create an interim 
position" temporarily striking down the rules 
and "appoint me to clean out" the guard. His 
own detailed investigation would've been more 
complete "if I had investigative tools and staff" 
such as a "special prosecutor" would. 


Calling himself "Mr. Outside." the senator 


said Exon's removal of Winner "vindicates me" 
of Exon's claim Chambers was "jumping to con- 
clusions and blowing (the incident) out of 
proportion." 


Meanwhile, in the greater picture it ap- 


parently will be business as usual at the guard. 
"Despite the criticism, much of it justified, of a 
few individuals within the guard on this sordid 
affair," Exon said "the overall record of the 
Nebraska National Guard and its ac- 
complishments and service should be 
recognized." 


Exon warned against "over-zealous 


ridicule" of the entire unit because of "the 
questionable actions of a very few,"

Geneva — Chancellor Helmut 


Schmidt of West Germany told a 
gathering of leaders of the world's 
democratic Socialists Friday that bad 
management by governments, not 
ideology, was to blame for the 
general economic crisis. 


The Socialist International, a body 


of 62 parties, opened its 13th congress 
here with the election of former Ger- 
man Chancellor Willy Brandt as its 
new president. 


The two German leaders reflected 


in capsule form the divergent trends 
in modem Socialist thought, although 
Brandt's statement of ideals was in- 
sistently moderate in comparison 


with the views of other leaders pre- 
sent. 


Schmidt, speaking bluntly as is his 


custom, said the current crisis affects 
all countries, whether their 
governments are precapitalist, social 
democratic, or Communist. It isn't a 
cyclical crisis, he said, but the result 
of a number of structural crises. 
Inflation is a "decisive problem," he 
said, and most countries are preten- 
ding to deal with it by printing money. 


He said the call for a "new world 


economic order" was not a solution to 
a situation caused by the failure of 
each government's domestic policy 
on inflation. Further, he attacked the 
idea that public works programs 


could restore full employment 
without gravely aggravating infla- 
tion, and he warned that oil con- 
sumers will have to cope with further 
price rises when they haven't even 
bepn to manage the problem of 
current prices. 
. It is not a new world monetary or 
economic system that is needed, 
Schmidt said, but a will by each 
government to fight inflation at 
home. 


This harsh and totally non- 


ideological analysis of the global 
economy startled and visibly upset 
many of the other Socialist leaders. 
Even Bruno Kreisky, chancellor of 
Austria and a personal friend of 
Schmidt's, said later he didn't like 


Schmidt's speech and considered it an 
unfair criticism of other countries 
that weren't able to achieve West 
Germany's success in holding down 
inflation. 


Brandt's acceptance speech as the 


new president was far more in the 
mainstream of Socialist attitudes in 
the world. Yet he,' too, rejected all the 
old dogmas which survive more or 
less strongly in some 'of the Inter- 
national's member parties. 


As he pointed out, the International 


is a "working group of sovereign par- 
ties based on a number of common 
fundamental convictions and — in 
some cases for many decades — with 
a band of common feeling. It is not in- 


structions or unrealistic majority 
decisions which determine our 
cooperation, but ideas and moral im- 
pulses and notleast, the search for 
common solutions." 
The organization is a descendant of 
the first International founded by 
Karl Marx, modified by the split with 
the Communists after the Bolshevik 
Revolution, and revived in its modern 
form in the wake of World War II. 
Programs and doctrine are left to in- 
dividual parties to decide for 
themselves. 


The basic criterion for membership 


is a profession of Socialist goals and 
convictions, and a dedication to 
democracy. 


Rhodesian independence deadlock broken 


Geneva, Switzerland (AP) — Two 


black nationalist leaders accepted a 
British proposal Friday to set March 
1, i978,'as the date by which Rhodesia 
— under black majority rule — will be 
declared formally independent. 


The agreement broke a three-week 


deadlock in the Geneva conference on 
the future of the rebel British colony, 
whose current white minority govern- 
ment declared independence un- 
ilaterally 11 years ago. 


British conference chairman Ivor 


Richard met for 90 minutes with 
allied-black faction leaders Joshua 


Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, then told 
reporters: "It seems to me that the 
date issue will no longer hold up the 
work of the conference." 


Nkomo and Mugabe, two of the four, 


black leaders at the talks, had been 
insisting Britain promise to declare 
Rhodesia independent by Dec. 1,1977. 
Before independence is granted, 
Rhodesia's white minority must turn 
power over to the 20-to-l black 
majority. Nkomo and Mugabe had 
refused to discuss any other issue un- 
til the deadline was 'set. 


Richard had said the 1977 date 


would not leave enough time to take 
care of the legal and constitutional 
problems involved in the handover. 


British sources said Richard agreed 


to two minor amendments in an 
earlier proposal setting the March 1, 
1978, date, and Mugabe and Nkomo 
accepted it. Details of the 
amendments were not given. 


The other two black leaders, Bishop 


Abel Muzorewa and the Rev. 
Ndabaningi Sithole, earlier agreed to 
bypass the deadline issue. 


The white minority regime of 


Prime Minister Ian Smith has agreed 
to majority rule but says at least two 
years are needed to achieve it. - 


The declaration agreed to by 


.Nkomo and Mugabe says: 


"It is the British government's firm 


position that all the agreed processes 
in Rhodesia will be completed in time 
to enable independence to be granted 
by March 1.1978. They therefore fix 
March 1,1CT8, as the latest date by 
which Rhodesia will become in- 
dependent." 


The "agreed processes" include 


setting up an interim government, the 
drawing up of a constitution and the 
holding of elections—all issues which 
still must be worked out at the 
Geneva talks, and on which wide 
differences remain between the black 
nationalists and > the white govern- 
ment. 


Smith's government declared 


Rhodesia independent in 1965 to keep 
Britain from Handing the country 
over to the blacks, but his declaration 
was not considered legal by Britain or 
the United Nations.

derworld figure was found lying in a street at the end of a half- 
mile trail of blood.ipolice said Friday. One man was arrested and 
charged with the slaying 


- John E. Rossi, former associate of reputed New England 


mob boss Raymond L. S. Patriarca, had been shot twice, police 
said. The body, which had been dragged by a car, was found about 
midnight Thursday. 


- Police questioned James F. Farrell, 33,of North Providence 


for several hours Friday before charging him with Rossi's 
murder. 


He was taken into custody early Friday after witnesses told 


police they saw Rossi's body being dragged down the street by a 
car. 


Using the witnesses' description, police spotted the car 


parked on a Providence street. Farrell was found unarmed in a 
nearby bar, said'Lt. Alfred Vitale. 


"We're looking for someone else," said Vitale. "But we don't 


know whether one, two or three people were involved." 


The 37-year-old Rossi, a muscular, heavy-set man, was 


released from prison five months ago after serving part of a 10- 
year term for murder conspiracy. 


- When the body was found, it had friction burns from the pave- 


ment. A trail of blood extended 2,488 feet from the body. 


'- Rossi and Patriarca were convicted of murder conspiracy in 


1969 for the 1968 slaymgs of Rudolph Marfeo, 41, and Anthony 
Melei, 26. 


- Marfeo and Melei were felled by shotgun blasts at a grocery 


store where Marfeo did hit weekly shopping 


During the trial, the state charged that the two men were 


singled out for slaying because Marfeo was running a gambling 
operation in Providence territory that Patriarca regarded as his. 


c Hossi was paroled in 1974, but he was sent back to prison in 


1975 for a parole violation He was' released in May 1976.

Multimillionaire hospitalized 


John D. McArthur, multimillionaire developer 


and insurance magnate, remained secluded in a 
private room at Good Samaritan Hospital in West 
Palm Beach, Fla., Friday, recovering from the 
effects of choking on a piece of ice. 


Gail Gray's funeral is a big one in Windsor, Mo. 


•Windsor, Mo. (UPI) — Gail Gray's 


funeral was one of the biggest in 
memory in this town of 3,000. Down- 
town businesses closed. Farmers 
came into town from their fields. 
Policemen served as pallbearers. 


But Gray was no prominent 


merchant or distinguished official. 


He was a mongoloid, physically 


deformed and mentally retarded. In a 
big city he might have been shut into 
an anonymous institution, but in the 
town of Windsor he became known, 
loved and protected. 


"Gail leaves a family of only one 


brother and one sister. But he leaves 


'also a'family of more than 3,000 per- 
sons," the Rev. Ralph Prosser said in 
his eulogy. 


Gray, a lifelong resident of the area 


80 miles southeast of Kansas City, 
was left an orphan in 1958 at the age of 
30. That was when residents pitched 
in to help him with places to stay and 
odd jobs to provide him money. 
.He lived at various homes for five 
years, then moved into a rest home 
where he lived until it closed at the 
end of October. He spent his last few 
weeks with a widow who wanted com- 
pany. 


On Nov. 15 he was sweeping the 


sidewalk outside theMerryfield Phar- 
macy, furiously as Jie always did, 
when he collapsed and died of a heart 
attack. He was 48. His funeral three 
days later brought about 175 persons. 


Gray was a familiar figure in the 


town. He helped at livestock and 
household auctions, directed parking 
at town ball games, delivered 
newspapers, shoveled snow and swept 
sidewalks. 


When he died, his entire 


possesseions were in a shoebox: a 
billfold stuffed with pictures of town 
children, who in turn printed his pic- 
ture in their school yearbooks, toy 


deputy badges, a harmonica, and 
ashtray and a 1968 court notice which 
said he was mentally deficient. 


He called the children-"Sugar" and 


older women "sweet little sugar 
plums" and he liked to give his 
friends big hugs. 


When elderly residents of the rest 


home died, he was always the first of 
arrive at the funeral home. He would 
stand by the coffin with the minister, 
take off his hat, look in, step back and 
give a tearful salute, then leave 
before the service began. 


Gray had a way of pulling his 


hunched frame erect, putting his feet 


3,500 bodies found in ruins

Johnny Cash cuts faintly ominous figure; he means to

New York - Sometimes, when he's on stage 


singing, Johnny Cash will swivel around and point 
the neck of his guitar toward the audience, almost 
as if it were a gun. He may be singing one of his 
humorous songs, when he does this, and he may be 
smiling. 


But standing 6 foot 2 inches in his black, 


swallowtail suitcoat, with furrows in his face you 
could very nearly plant cotton in, the coal-colored 
eyes and that curiously off-key voice, deep as a 
mine shaft, Johnny Cash cuts a faintly ominous 
figure, and he means to. 


One of the most successful country music per- 


formers around today, Johnny Cash contends that 
he came very close to not being around at all. The 
two main reasons why he isn't dead, he says, are his 
wife and his religion. 


"There's a decline of morals all around," he 


said in an interview the other day, before a concert 
at the Felt Forum. "The~country is just not in the 
best shape. Churches'are losing members every 
day. People are backsliding." 


The entertainment world, Johnny Cash feels, is 


"the front line for spiritual battles." So if he sings 
such former hits as "I Walk the Line" and "Ring of 
Fire" he is equally sure to lay on some gospel, like 
"He Turned the Water Into Wine" or "Where Were 
You When They Crucified My Lord?" 


"I'm not saying we can change the world," said 


the 44-year-old singer and songwriter, who per- 
forms with his wife, June Carter, along with her 
mother and two sisters, who make up the close-to- 
legendary Carter family. 


"But you can't listen to our show without seeing 


the strength and influence of the family unit. When 
we sing 'Will the Circle Be Unbroken?" that isn't 
just a song, it's our life. God and family — the sim- 
ple old traditional values that hold a person 
together." 


This is a new tune for Johnny Cash. Reared 


during the Depression, and coming from a strongly 
religious family of Arkansas cotton farmers, he 
remembers as the first songs he heard the hymns 
sung in church. 


"To me, songs were the telephone to heaven, 


and I tied up the lines quite a bit," he wrote in his 
recently published autobiography, "Man in Black." 


But later on, during the 1950s, when Cash had 


begun his performing career, he "got on the 
wayward path" — taking amphetamines and 
drinking heavily, breaking windows and missing 
concerts. 


The prison mythology surrounding him may be 


somewhat overblown. Johnny Cash has, in fact, 
spent seven nights in jail, mostly for drinking, and 
wrote his theme song, "Folsom Prison Blues," not 
after a stay there, but after seeing a film about the 
place. 


But it is a fact that by 1967, he had been 


divorced by his first wife, kicked out of the Grand 
Ole Opry and was taking so many pills he was down 
to 160 pounds. 


The story goes that June Carter, who had been 


performing with Cash for years, got him off the 
pills. Then one night in London, Ontario — in the 
true country music tradition, living out the dramas 
of his life on stage for the fans — Johnny Cash 
asked June Carter to marry him, and June Carter 
said yes. 


For eight years now, they've been opening the 


duet segment of their show with a song called 
"Jackson," which begins "We got married in a 
fever, hotter than a pepper drought." 


"1 sure like the way you talk," Johnny will say 


to his wife. 


"I'm talking with my mouth," she will answer, 


with a smart-aleck kind of Appalachian drawl. 


Then Johnny Cash will rumble, "You sure do 


look pretty, honey," and it would be difficult even 
for Eastern cynics not to believe that, in Nashville, 
this is the kind of marriage people write love songs 
about when they aren't writing songs about heart- 
break. 


After Cash married June Carter he also began 


to take his religion seriously again, making trips to 
Jerusalem and performing on Billy Graham's 
crusades. 


A few years back, he produced a film called 


"Gospel Road," about the life of Jesus, which has 
been shown to religious groups and convicts around 
the country. 


Cash also takes correspondence courses in Bi- 


ble studies, turning the stories he reads into up tern"" 
po country songs, like "The Fourth Man" which is 
about Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, and .has 
the refrain "They wouldn't bend, they wouldn't^ 
break, they wouldn't burn."

Reno, Nev. (AP) — Recent speculation aooui 


an oil breakthrough in eastern Nevada has 
touched off boom conditions, a federal official 
says. 


"We're doing a traditional land office 


business," says Roger J. McCormack, 
associate state director of the Bureau of Land 
Management in Nevada. 


Bureau offices here have been recording up 


to 100 oil leases daily on public lands since ear- 
ly October. That's about five or 10 times as 
many leases are normally recorded in an en- 
tire month. 


Bureau figures showed roughly 1,200 leases 


recorded during October, compared to 2,351 in 
effect during all of 1975. 


Most of the leases have been on parcels of 


federal land in the Railroad Valley area of Nye 
County, with others in Lincoln County and a 
few in Elko County. 


The boom has meant a financial windfall for 


the bureau, but it has brought enormous 
bookkeeping problems which may take months 
to sort out. 


McCormack dates the land rush to word 


which leaked out last month about a posible oil 
strike in Railroad Valley, located southwest of 
Ely in eastern Nevada. 


"Ever since then people have been flocking 


in," he said. "There is a lot of speculation in- 


volved. People who have filed include major oil 
companies and individuals." 


The boom reached a fever pitch in mid- 


month when the Northwest Exploration Co., of 
Denver, Colo., confirmed an oil strike 10 miles 
southwest of Currant in Nye County. 


"We have hit oil and we're still evaluating 


it," says company spokesman Jim Madden. 
"Other than that, I can't tell you much. 


The well, Trap Spring No. 2, is about seven 


miles from existing oil wells owned by Western 
Oil Lands on property administered by the 
BLM. 


Madden said a sample of the oil, flowing out 


of the ground without pumps, has been sent to 
Houston for analysis. 


Northwest Exploration owns about a one- 


quarter interest in the well and is the operating 
partner with five other firms. 
_ McCormack says the applications on file so 
lar cover roughly 750,000 acres and represent 
fees of about $1.5 million. 


The BLM charges 50 cents a year per acre 


rental on leased property, plus a $10 non- 
refundable filing fee. If oil is ever produced 
commercially, the federal government will get 
a royalty. 


Very few of the lease applications have been 


approved, McCormack says, because of the 
bookkeeping problems involved.

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- Ludel concedes that Gardnerville isn't a like- 
ly spot for a diamond cutting school, but says 
he attracts students from around the country 
with no problem.

They sit for hours at elevated benches, grin- 


ding and polishing the stones on heavy cast iron 
turntables spinning with a slight hum at 2,500 
rpms.

Anderson's decision 


Washington — Jack Anderson, whose 


journalistic achievements are well known 
and well rewarded, can chalk up another one: 
He has reminded his colleagues in the news 
business that purity begins at home. 


Propelled by a "hard shove from a Miami 


editor, Anderson decided to step out of a 
Washington bank directorship and to divest 
himself of .other business interests. He did it, 
he says, because an investigative reporter, 
which is what he considers himself, cannot 
afford even the appearances of a conflict of 
interest. He's right, and the principle goes far 
beyond investigative reporters. 


Anderson was a founding director of 


Diplomat National Bank, which caters to 
Washington's Asian-American community. 
He got into it, he says, because of friendships 
with Asians that go back to World War II. 


He became chairman of Diplomat's 


executive committee last summer when con- 
fidence in the bank was shaken by reports 
that much of its stock was owned by followers 
of Sun Myung Moon, the controversial 
religious leader. 


More recently, the bank has figured in 


stories about a federal investigation of cash, 
gifts and political contributions spread 
among members of Congress by agents of the 
South Korean government. 


On November 14. the Washington Post 


reported that Tongsun Park and Pak Bo Hi, 
whose names figure prominently in stories 
about the investigation, had large holdings in 
the bank. 


The Post story also reported that Rep. 


Donald M. Fraser. whose subcommittee has 
been investigating the bank, charged that 
Anderson not only complained about the way 
the investigation was being conducted but 
threatened to use his column to curb it. 
Anderson denies the threat although he con- 
cedes he wrote two "intemperate" letters to 
Fraser. 


Anderson's decision to pull out of the 


bank and other business activities, principal- 
ly a string of Chinese restaurants, came after 
John McMullan, executive editor of the 
Miami Herald, decided not to publish part of 
the column Anderson wrote for last Monday. 
The killed portion dealt with the Rev. Moon's 
lobbving activities around the world. 
• 


McMullan said, in his own Herald column 


on Sunday, that it was a subject on which he 
felt Anderson "is now disqualified" because 
of the bank connection. 


Within hours after the McMulian column 


appeared. Anderson announced that he was 
severing his connections with the bank and 
the restaurants. He resigned from the bank 
board Monday. 


Anderson insists that there was BO real 


conflict of interest. He says thai he separates 
his business dealings and his colamning just 
as a newspaper separates its advertising and 
editorial departments. Nevertheless, he sa5d.

There is a certain rough justice in the 


Anderson case. He is the evangelist of 
muckrakers, always ready to blow the whis- 
tle on evil-doers in public life. Like all syn- 
dicated columnists, he enjoys a freedom that' 
is not accorded reporters who work on in- 
dividual newspapers. And he is at the 
lucrative top of the columning business, with 
about 1.000 papers. To have the whistle blown 
on him by the editor of one of his subscribing 
papers probably was good for his soul. 


But the message of the Anderson case 


goes far beyond the problems of one colum- 
nist or even columnists generally. It should 
spur all of us in the news business — 
reporters, editors, and yes, publishers — to 
take a look at any non-journalistic interests 
we might have. 


Should a reporter be chairman of the 


PTA's publicity committee? A ridiculous 
question maybe, but it would become less 
ridiculous should that PTA become involved 
in a newsworthy hassle with.the school board. 
Should an editor be a director of a bank? On 
the surface, that is proper participation in 
local business affairs. But suppose the bank 
becomes involved in scandal. Is not the editor 
then in a difficult, perhaps untenable, 
position? 1 would say yes. As for publishers, 
the growing big-business nature of the press 
makes an examination of their outside 
holdings with a view to possible conflicts a 
special responsibility. 


Never have the power of the press and 


the importance of its role in the American 
svstem been more evident than they are 
today. Both its power and its role come from 
one source: the Constitution's protection of 
press freedom. That's the only constitutional 
protection given a private business. It carries 
with it awesome responsibilities, including 
the duty to keep clear of alliances that could 
taint the news at its source. 


This is not a new thought Every jour- 


nalistic code of ethics expresses it in some 
form. The Society of Professional Jour- 
nalists. Sigma Delta Chi, says "journalists 
must be free of obligation to any interest 
other than the public's right to know." The 
American Society of Newspaper Editors and 
the Associated Press Managing Editors say 
substantial)}- The same thing. The National 
News Council has reminded journalists that 
they must live up to "the same standards 
they demand of those -who hold public office." 


*In his column on Anderson. McMullan 


said: "Jack needs to decide whether he is a 
banker or a newspaperman. Either is an 
honorable profession, but he can't be both 
without inevitable conflicts." 


Anderson decided, and his decision was

Defense James Schlesinger 
had a part in putting it 
together, even though he is not 
listed as a member. One 
reason is that Schlesinger has 
frequently been rumored for a 
high position in the Carter ad- 
ministration, perhaps even , 
secretary of state. 


When Schlesinger returned 


from his recent trip to China, 
he had a long conference with 
jCarter at Plains. Schlesinger 
• was fired from his defense post 
by President Ford for, it was 
widely reported, differences 
over policy with Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 


Shortly after he took over the- 


top Pentagon position, 


Schlesinger initiated a new 
defense approach. Known as 
the Schlesinger doctrine, it 
called for development of 
super-accurate missiles that 
could knock out Soviet mis- 
siles. This would mean at least 
^.readiness for a first strike. 


One thing is certain in the 


view of those who have 
followed at closest range the 
weapons intrigues. If Carter 
says yes to the B-l, he will 
have put himself in the same 
position as his predecessors 
and it will be difficult if not im- 
possible to say no to any future 
weapons developments.

New York — Legend has it 


that on the first Thanksgiving, 
when the Pilgrims celebrated 
the good harvest of 1621, their 
neighborhood 
Indians 


witnessed the proceedings and 
even shared the victuals. If 
they didn't, they should have, 
since they had taught the 
settlers how to plant corn. 


Thanksgiving Day, 1976, 


therefore was a reasonable oc- 
casion for reminding the well- 
fed majority that the first 
Americans have become ,the 
last Americans. 


A 1973 report of the Bureau 


of the Census showed that the 
Indian population of about 800.- 
000 formed the poorest of all 
American minority groups. 


About 40% of the Indians 


were then below the poverty 
level compared to an over-all 
proportion of 13.7% of 
Americans in poverty; and 
times having got worse since 
1973. no doubt the number of 
Indians in poverty has, too. 


Indians, therefore, offer a 


good-starting point for the ac- 
tivist 
administration 


President-elect Jimmy Carter 
has seemed to be promising, 
and even militant Indian 


leaders, long wary of white 
man's government, seem op- 
timistic about the^ new ad- 
ministration. 


Carter, for example, is not 


only promising to reduce un- 
employment, which has hit In- 
dians hard, but is talking of 
"targeting" his programs 
where they're most needed. 
The reservation is one such 
place. 


He has promised govern- 


ment reorganization, and mili- 
tant Indians would be happy to 
see him reorganize the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs right out of 
existence. He also pledges 
zero-based budgeting, as a 
means of annual program re- 
evaluation, and some Indian 
leaders believe that would dis- 
close 
outrageous ad- 


ministrative "costs"' in Indian 
programs. 


Finally, Vice President-elect 


Walter Mondale is favorably 
regarded among Indians for 
his previous support of some of 
their causes! 
\ 


On the other hand, the Carter 


newcomers to Washington 
might all too easily be cap- 
tured by the established Indian 
affairs bureaucracy, and by an 


older Indian leadership that 
has — in the words of Susanne 
Harjo of the National Congress 
of American Indians — 
•'stifled Indian progress for the 
last decade." 


Just last week, for example, _ 


Joseph Browder, a conser- 
vationist, quit the Carter tran- 
sition team, charging political 
interference with his efforts. 
For one thing, Browder said 
that when he put forward 
Harris Arthur, a young 
Navajo. as an "objective" In- 
dian spokesman, '"lobbyists" 
talked Carter headquarters 
into consulting also another 
Navajo leader. Peter 
McDonald. 


The two are tribal rivals, 


Arthur heading a public action 
group against strip-mining, 
McDonald having once favored 
an El Paso Natural Gas Co. 
proposal to strip-mine Navajo 
coal lands. 


Many younger Indian 


leaders, those associated with 
the American Indian Move- 
ment in particular, fear they 
may be regarded as "too 
militant" by the incoming ad- 
ministration. 


In the past, these leaders

believe, they have been targets 
of harassment by the FBI, 
state agencies and U.S. Army 
Intelligence. - 


That might make it harder 


for Carter to consult them now 
on his Indian policy, but if he 
does seek out such men as Den- 
nis Banks. Vern Belacourt and

Armstrong, 
all 


associated with AIM. he will 
find them ready. Among their 
proposals: 


—Abolish the Bureau of In- 


dian Affairs, now in the 
Interior Department, and 
replace it with an independent 
Indian agency, as Indian 
leaders hope, at the cabinet 
level. ' 


They see the BIA as corrupt, 


out of Indian control, knotted 
. in conflicts of interest, and less 
concerned for Indians than for 
the corporate giants that want 
to 'exploit Indian lands and 
resources. 


—Whatever the form of the 


new agency, AIM leaders say 
it should consolidate budget 
and policy functions now 
scattered through the Interior. 


Labor, Commerce and HEW 
Departments, causing inef- 
ficiency, duplication, lack of 
responsibility and dispersal of 
available funds. 


—Zero-based budgeting, as 


well as retroactive audits of 
Indian funds for the last five 
years, should be undertaken to 
eliminate swollen 
ad- 


ministrative costs and in- 
equitable programs. 


—One of Carter's promised 


unemployment programs" 
should be "targeted" on 
jobless Indians. 


Their unemployment rate 


ranges from 20 to 757o on the 
various reservations, accor- 
ding to Hank Adams: for urban 
Indians the figure is above 
40%. Sixty per cent of Navajos, 
for one grim example, are said 
to be unemployed — while the 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission 
reports that only 20% of those 
working on the development of 
Navajo mineral resources are 
Navajos. 


Indian leaders have 


numerous other ideas, ranging 
from the control and develop- 
ment of Indian resources to the 
honoring of 371 treaties now in 
existence.

Washington — A flight of 


lame ducks, led by Treasury 
Secretary William Simon, will 
head north next week for their 
last official look at the sinister, 
sullen beauty of Moscow. 


The lame ducks, most of 


them Treasury and Commerce 
officials, aren't likely to re- 
main in government long 
enough to apply whatever 
knowledge they may pick up in 
the Soviet Union. They will be 
accompanied to Moscow by 
their wives and by Simon's two 
sons. Billy, 25, and Peter, 23. 


The U.S. embassy, according 


to the cables out of Moscow, is 
dusting off the red carpet for 
this final junket of the Ford ad- 
ministration. The Washington 
officials will attend a con- 
ference of the U.S.-U.S.S.R, 
Trade and Economic Council, 
but the embassy isn't quite 
sure what to do with the 
women. 


"There are several in- 


teresting options," the em- 
bassy has cabled Washington. 
The cable lists various 
itmcbeon possibilities and im- 
plores the Slate Department to 
select the most desirable 
entertainment.

dav when a meter reader comes home from work to 
find a box of discarded eyeglasses on his front step at 
1730 Donald Circle.

His name is Jack Critchfield. For 26 years he has 


had perfect attendance at meetings of the Bethany- 


Lion's Club. 


Since 1963 oc-so the'club has participated in a 


statewide Lion's Club project of recycling eyeglasses 
by collecting discards and forwarding them to poorer 
countries than the U.S." 


It's Critchfield's decision to spend part of hislife 


working on this project. Since he got involved in a big 
way around 1967, he has personally collected around 
"2.000 pairs of eyeglasses. • - 


And his reputation has spread far enough that 


things like the box of glasses appearing on his front 
step actually do happen. 


"I don't'know who they're from. If I did. I would 


thank them," Critchfield said. 


Most of the glasses he has collected come from 


optometrists, opthalmologists and opticians in Lin- 
coln whom Critchfield has contacted for discards. 


Another' source is schools, who turnover un- 


claimed eyeglasses students have lost. But a goodly 
number of-the glasses come from people who have 
heard of Critchfield's reputation. 


'•People will call me and say. 'I've got about six 


pair' and when I get the chance I'll stop by and pick 
them up." Critchfield said. "This morning I found a 


pair of glasses on my desk at work." 


That pair of glasses will be added to those being 


collected and catalogued for another trip to a Thurd 
World country by the Volunteer Optometrics Service 
to Humanity.- 


Organized in Nebraska by Dr. John Butler, an 


opthalmologist in Hebron, the organization is com- 
posed of people who pay their own way to the coun-. 
tries where they dispense the eyeglasses. 


" On the last 10-day trip "to" Honduras, the team 


fitted 3.000 people with eyeglasses. Butler also per- 
formed eye surgery as the rest of the team dealt with 
other vision problems. 


The, Lion's Club International has been working 


on eye projects for years, including the eye bank, to 
which corneas can be donated for transplantation into 
other eyes. 


All "of this could very well never have come into 


being.

castanets in that area. 


Some bard charging New Yorkers got 


angry far having to pay for something 
they had been getting for free, and 
dropped the serdce. 


Neither bank card office m Lincoln 
has plans to assess a service charge to 


customers, ispokesmen 


"We're not in that situation yet 


because the cost of living is not as high 
in Nebraska as in the East" said 
Charlie Decker, BankAmericard dis- 
trict manager. 


Decker noted that the bank card com- 


panies get the same fees to cover ser- 
vice charges that they did in 1969 when 
Ihe service was first offered in Lincoln. 
Those charges are abosrbed by the in- 
terest levied on late payments. 


But the bank card users who pay for a 


purchase on time, and about half of 
them do in Lincoln, get a "'free ride" 
Decker said. The company does all the 
bookkeeping, mails, the customer a 
statement at the end of the month and 
provides a mettom that is accepted in 
more places than a personal check 
while more secure from theft than 
cash. 


Howard MaUiam, Master Charge 


department manager ai National Bank 
of Commence, also said there are no 


plans at present to add a surcharge for 
prompt payment 
' "\Ve are not even considering it at 
this time." Mattison said, but added it 
is not out of the question. It could be in- 
stituted sometime down the road. 


BankAmericard has recently 


presented its Lincoln customers with 
an interest schedule that can either be 
a boon or a curse, depending on when 
bills are paid. Interest on an unpaid 
balance is now averaged over the 
billing period instead of a set amount 
for the whole month. 


Master Charge !ias always osed this 


system, called an average daily 
balance, in Lincoln. . 


•• This is good if you pay your bills right 


away, bet bad if you let them sit around 
for a while. 


For instance, under the old system if 


voa bad a bill of 5120 and paid $20, yon 
would be charged $150 in interest on 
the onpaid balance of $100 whether you 


paid it off in a day, a week or a month. 


Xow however, if you had the same 


$100 unpaid balance during a billing 
period, you would be charged 51.® if- 
you paid the bill at the end of that 
period, but only a few cents if you paid 
it the nest day. 


If you paid part of the bill each week. 


* youf interest payments would be based 


on the decreasing balance you owed. So 
if you paid off $30'every week, you 
would pay interest on $100 the first 
week, $80"the next week, $60 the third, 
and so on, 


While this may seem like an incen- 


tive to make people pay »p quicker, 
Decker said the system was instituted 
for another reason. BankAmericard 
switched computers on Nov. 1, so that 
it now BSCS the same computer as 
Master Charge. That's Just the way the 
computer figures interest, he 
explained.

•> The trial of a lawsuit that seeks to stop 
construction of the proposed Norden 
Dam in northern Nebraska opens 
Wednesday ui U.S. District Court in Lin- 
coln. 


- Bill Rogers, a consultant to dam op- 
ponents, said allegations that geological 
instabilities at the dam site could lead to 
landslides and even collapse of the dam 
will be raised at the trial. 
"^The University of Nebraska at Omaha • 
engineering professor points to a U.S. 
Geological Survey map that identifies' 
the-site in the Niobrara River Valley 
east of Valentine as being particularly 
susceptible to landslides. He said the 
map should be "a big-red warning flag" 
tiK'tne U.S. Bureau of Reclamation, 
builder of the dam. / 
^"In any area where you have landslide 


susceptibility, you aggravate the situa- 
tion by building a dam," Rogers said. "It 
puts hydraulic pressure on an area that's 
already unstable." 


The bureau should conduct more 


geological studies on potential hazards 
until it "exhausts all the possibilities," 
said Rogers, who plans to do additional 
studies on his own. . 


"The geological-formations'and con- 


ditions are entirely different (at the 
Norden site) from the Teton area (in 
Idaho)", he said, "but there is similari- 
ty. The bureau had been warned there, 
too, about what might happen, but they 
went ahead anyway." 


Clarence Lewis, planning officer in the 


Bureau's Grand Island office, said the 
bureau is well aware of the geologic for- 
mations the area, and some may be 
potential places for landslides. 


But dealing with the problem is "pure- 


ly a, matter of recognizing the 
possibilities and designing around 
them," he said. The bureau is continuing 
tests at the dam site. 
'"If we had any idea that (collapse of 
the dam) would be possible," Lewis said, 
"we wouldn't build it."

Rogers contends the bureau "has the 


attitude that they can engineer away any 
difficulty they encounter., The Teton 
shows what can happen." 


If the Norden Dam-' survives ,court 


challenges and if Congress appropriates 
funds, construction on the fl60-million 
-project is expected to begin in 
September. Completion is set for a 
decade later. 


It will create a 6,300-acre lake along 19 


miles of the Niobrara River. Water from 
the lake will be used to irrigate some 77,- 
000 acres in the O'Neill-Springfield area. 


Welfare rules called 'ridiculous'

».Eldin Ehrlich, director of the state 
Welfare Department, said federal 
regulations controlling welfare 
programs for older Nebraskans are "ab- 
solutely ridiculous." 


-, Inadequate coordination among state 
agencies is one problem the state faces, 
he said, and added federal red tape is in- 
appropriate because Nebraska is sparse- 
ly populated. 


Ehrlich' said he has sometimes 


succeeded negotiating waivers of'federal 
regulations not suited to Nebraska. He 
also said he is preparing'proposals for 
consolidating several state services for 
the aged. 


As an example of problems with 


federal regulations, Ehrlich cited the 
stipulation that a physician must certify 
periodically that persons receiving aid 
for health care in a nursing home still 
need care. 


"That may make sense in a state with 


dense population and urban centers, but 
it is absolutely rediculous in Nebraska to 
ask a physician — a valuable resource — 
to shuffle government paper and take 
time from treating patients to do this 
certification work," he said. 


Another problem is the rising cost of 


nursing home care, Ehrlich said. Many 
persons planned 'their retirement on 
assumed costs which have risen, he said.

uardMaj. Gen. Winner dismissed by Exon, won't comment

- Maj. Gen. Francis L. Winner, dismissed by the 
governor as Nebraska adjutant general, refused to 
answer phone calls Friday. 
\ 
National Guard spokesman Capt. Leonard 


Krenk said Winner had "no comment" and the 
general hasn't announced "what his plans are" 
regarding his reassignment by Gov. J. James Exon 
to a lesser post within the guard unit. 


'. • Exon requested and accepted Winner's resigna- 


tion effective Jan. 1 as a result of the governor's 
and two other investigations of Mississipians' 
"mock hanging" of Dan Briscoe, 22, a black private 
injihe Nebraska Army Guard. The incident oc- 
curred May. 31 during Ft. Gordon, Ga., annual 
' training. 


- 
Exon removed Winner, 50, because he "felt 


there was not sufficient and effective leadership at 
the top" in handling the "despicable incident." 
; But it was "no more, and no less" than just 


that,-based on his "objective" findings based on 
probes by him, the Nebraska Guard and Mississippi 
Gov. Cliff Finch, all released Friday. 


"I can find no evidence homocide was planned 


or intended," Exon said. "It was not a planned 
event," but "part of a (drinking) party that got out- 
of hand." He said two white Nebraskans-were 
"mock hanged" with the same rope during the 
training period. 


Further, "I do not believe this is-a coverup in 


the traditional sense-'of the-word," the governor 
said. "This may have been an unwitting coverup, 
but more probably an attitude of "this will-all go 
away if we just don't push the panic button.' " He 
called that "less than proper" by officers who 
didn'"t treat it' "with the importance it should've 
had." 


Exon did conclude guardsmen's conduct in 


Georgia was "irresponsible" and had "racial over- 
tones." He said, "I am writing Briscoe a-letter of 
apology.. .for the humiliating experience he had." 


Briscoe, on the advice of his attorney, had no com- 
ment. 


'Exon's investigation did reveal, he said, that 


guard officers falsified reports to Washington 
regarding Briscoe's self-inflicted injury to his hand 
after the hanging incident. 


The guard also "improperly accepted the (May 


16) enlistment of Briscoe in violation of 
regulations," but Exon wouldn't elaborate because 
of privacy invasion- reasons. 


Omaha State Sen. Ernest Chambers had 


charged, and provided a documented report, that 
the incident was covered up because key guard of-, 
ficers feared it would hurt recruitment and reten- 
tion, and indicated improper recruiting practices. 


Chambers also charged, and insisted again 


following Exon's disclosures Friday, the hanging 
was "attempted murder" and that the guard con- 
ducted a "coverup." 


Exon said he'll transfer Winner on Jan. 1 to "a 


weekend position" as assistant to the adjutant 
jgeneral. 


"I'm sure that he was not" planning to resign, 


Exon said of Winner, describing his reaction as 
"surprised." 


"He is a dedicated and.sincere man of great 


ability," but Exon said he "feels his future effec- 
tiveness as adjutant general has been seriously im- 
paired by the failure of himself and some of his 
staff to effectively investigate and conclude'the 
Briscoe incident." 


Winner was named adjutant general in January 


1973, when he was pVacticing law in Scottsbluff and 
held the guard rank of lieutenant colonel. Exon ap- 
pointed him a state-level "major general and Winner 
received a- federal appointment this fall as 
brigadier general. 
< 


Winner is paid J33,581 by the state and also 


collects almost $7,000 annually from the U.S. 
government at the brigadier general rate, for par- 
ticipation in federally required guard drills and an- 
nual training, Krenk said. 
~ ' 


In the "weekend" job, Winner would continue 


to get the federal pay, Krenk' said. 


Chambers criticized Exon's action, saying: 
"I intend to pursue the case from the stand- 


point of criminal prosecution." He'll read and study 
Exon's repo'rts, crosscheck them with his and dis- 
cuss them with Exon "before pursuring federal 
remedy ... no later than sometime next week," 
when he'll contact the U.S. Justice Department and 
FBI, he said. 


Exon indicated his hands were somewhat tied: 
"The military code allows the governor only to 


dismiss officers." 


Chambers, however, said Exon "can convene a 


court-martial, according to state statute." 


Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas advised Exon that 


since the incident took place id Georgia, no legal 
action by Nebraska would be appropriate. 


Exon said "the decision whether criminal in- 


tent was present at this incident rests with the U.S. 
. attorney in Georgia," to whom the report will be 
sent. The governor will not "suggest or initiate" 
prosecution.

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Comprehensive Plan draft done

Lancaster County will have twice as 


many people, four new shopping centers, 
two new large urban area parks, 19 new 
city schools, 13 libraries and a host of 
widened streets within the next 25 years: 


And all those new facilities, forecast in a 


235rpage rough draft of the Comprehensive 
Plan, will cost an estimated $344 million. 


Almost two years in the making, the 


plan outlines Lincoln's and Lancaster 
County's major growth trends and future 
needs. 


Due for action in late January, the plan 


will serve as a blueprint for decisions until. 
the year 2000. 


The plan predits the county's 1970 pop- 


ulation of 168,000 will double to 325,000 
within 25 years and that most of that 
growth will take place within the Lincoln 
urban area. 


Projections show Lincoln growing from 


a 1970 population of 152,581 to 300,000, in- 
corporated villages from 3,687 to 10,250, 
and rural non-farm (acreage) population 
from 6,759 to 11,4951 


Population decreases:are predicted for 


unincorporated villages from 732 to 690 
and farm population from 4,213 to 2,565. 


In order to preserve the county's prime 


agricultural land, the plan calls for 
residential development primarily around 
Lincoln and the incorporated villages. 


And in Lincoln the draft recommends 


limited eastward growth past 84th St. until 
the city rounds out to the other drainage 
basins. 


Areas to be developed include south to 


the Pine Lake Road corridor, south of; 
Pioneers Park, south and west of Arnold 
Heights, northward including the 
Highlands North development and the 
area immediately across U.S. 34, plus the 


area surrounding the Tabitha development 
and extending east to the Little Salt Creek. 


A rebuilt downtown (Lincoln Center), 


Gateway and four smaller shopping 
centers would serve the growing coun- 
tywide population. 


The new centers include Highlands 


North (400,000 square feet) and 56th and 
Hwy. 2 (200,000 square feet). Those two 
areas will develop first, followed by 27th 
and Pine Lake Road (400,000 square feet) 
and 27th and Superior (100,000 square 
feet). 


Lincolnites will be able to picnic and 


play in two major new parks and many 
smaller parks if recommendations are 
followed. 


A 250-acre park located near Hwy. 2 


between Pine Lake and Old Cheney Roads 
should be purchased and developed before 
1985. The second park.of-320 acres, west of 
the Municipal Airport and north of 
Interstate 80, should be developed by 2000. 


Under the proposal Pioneers Park would 


be enlarged south by 100 acres, smaller 
parks would be created next to proposed 
junior and senior high school sites and 
smaller neighborhood parks would be 
added by buying railroad right-of-way 
scheduled for abandonment in the Lincoln 
central and northeast neighborhoods. 


Rural parkland should also be substan- 


tially increased, the plan recommends. 
Wilderness Park should be expanded south 
to Roca and three areas of natural prairie 
grass stands in southwest and northwest 
Lancaster County should be acquired. 


In addition,.the county should buy land 


abutting the Haiiies Branch, Stevens 
Creek and Little Salt Creek and purchase 
access points to the tributaries of Salt 
Creek, Little Nemaha, Middle Creek, Oak 
Creek and Elk Creek to allow access to 
these waters. 


The plan also recommends that the 


State Game and Parks Commission 
purchase' land along Oak and Wagon 
Tongue Creeks. 


As the urban population grows, the Lin- 


coln School District will need 13 new 
elementary schools, four new junior high 
schools and two additional senior high 
schools, according to the Comprehensive 
Plan. 


Junior highs will be located in the west, 


northwest, southeast and south with senior 
high schools in the south and northwest, 
according to the plan. 


As the city population moves outward,' 


Lincoln residents will still have library 
service nearby, according to plan 
recommendations. 
~~ 


Three major branches (west, south and 


north) and at least five more 
neighborhood branches (north, west, east 
of-, downtown, southwest and east) are 
• suggested. 


Mini-branches should be built east of the 


airport, far north,, east, southwest and 
near Capitol Beach, according to the plan. 
Hickman and Waverly may, also need ad- 
ditional libraries. 


One area of the Comprehensive Plan 


which >- has already run headlong into 
heated debate is the street plan. 


The street plan calls for construction or 


improvement to a number of roads along 
Lincoln's perimeter, including Superior 
St. N. 27th, 4th, Hwy. 2, S. 10th. Old 
Cheney Road, Pine Lake Road, NW 48th, 
W. Cornhusker, Highlands Loop Road 
Hwy. 6, Alvo Rd., the West Bypass and a 
northeast diagonal between 27th and 
Holdrege Sts. 


Those road improvements within the ur-' 


banized city would cost«09.5 million with 
an additional $101.3 million for im- 
provements in the rural county.

Single men shocked 
by credit discrimination 


New York — Many men, 


secure in the belief that credit 
discrimination is "women's 
lot," 
are shocked when it 


suddenly jumps out at them. 
Shocked and outraged. This is 
a problem they associate with 
emergent housewives; not with 
their own reliable lives. 


But it happens. Discrimina- 


tion hits those who depart from 
the "normal" American stan- 
dard of married male — the 
bachelor, the separated, the 
divorced. Most of their 
problems are also felt by 
women in the same position, so 
it's not a punishment got up es- 
pecially for the male sex. In 
fact,' divorced and separated 
women have it a lot worse. 


But what bothers the men I 


interviewed is that they never 
expected it. They understand 
that women might be lower job 
or credit risks, but not men. 


Here are some of the 


problems they run into: 


(1) Mortgages. As part of 


.their effort to comply with the 
Equal Credit Opportunity Act, 
the" Mortgage Bankers 
Association surveyed the peo- 
ple who help customers fill in 
mortgage applications. These 
bank employes are mostly 
married -women. 


The MBA found them quite 


sympathetic to young women 
and working wives. (It was 
their male bosses who were 
likely to turn women 
applicants down.) But the 
employes had a definite 
prejudice against single men, 
especially if they were older. 
They tended to assume that the 
applicant was a homosexual, 
hence unstable and probably a 
poor loan prospect. 


(2) Credit. A newly divorced 


man told me he was surprised 
to be turned down for a 
national credit card, because 
the credit reporting agency 
couldn't separate his personal

credit history from that of his 
ex-wife. "I thought it was only 
women who had trouble es- 
tablishing their own credit 
identity," he said. 


His wife worked during their 


marriage, so, although the 
credit cards were in his name, 
she shared responsibility for 
payment. When bills were late, 
as they sometimes were, the 
credit-card company had no 
way of telling which one of 
them was particularly at fault. 
So it won't issue him a card un- 
til he visits the credit bureau, 
separates his credit history 
from that of his ex-wife, and 
establishes his personal 
responsibility for paying his 
bills. 


In other cases, a person may 


be turned down for credit 
because he's separated. (On 
the application, you have to 
check whether you're married, 
separated or single.) This 
happens because the company 
thinks your finances are 
probably in an uproar. 


(3) Income Taxes. When a 


man separates from his wife 
(and vice versa) the Internal 
Revenue Service really socks 
it to him. A married person 
filing separately from a spouse 
generally has to pay more than 
he would if he were single. 


For example, on a taxable 


income' of §14,000, a married 
man filing separately would 
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have paid $3,550 last yearj 
while his unmarried counter- 
part would have been hit for 
only $3,210. A separated person 
may get "unmarried" rates 
only if his child lives with him 
for more than six months; he 
pays more than half of the 
household's support; and his 
spouse didn't live with him at 
any time during the taxable 
year. 


If a dependent child-or 


relative lives with you all year, 
you can't even get the 
favorable head-of-household 
rate until the separation or 
divorce is official. A high- 
income, person also needs a 
signed jgparation agreement 
or divorce decree in order to 
qualify for the maximum tax 
ori earned income. 


(4) Auto Insurance. When a 


man under 30 divorces his 
wife, his auto insurance rates 
will go up, because single 
males of that age pay more." 


(5) Jobs. Single men may 


have a harder time getting top 
jobs. Companies like to have a 
wife on tap for social duties, 
and feel they have a stronger 
economic hold on a man with a 
family to support. Also, 
they're afraid 'of hiring a 
homosexual. In self-defense, 
bachelors tend to tell cor- 
porate recruiters that they're 
engaged to be married. They 
figure that if they get the job, 
' they can say that the girl ran 
away with a drummer. 


When it comes to merit 


raises, a bachelor may get 
less, because the manager 
knows he doesn't have a family 
to support. Married men may 
also resent the bachelor's 
freedom to spend money on 
himself. If you're single and 
want regular raises, says an 
expert in executive compensa- 
tion, don't ever flaunt a flashy 
living style around the office.

. Oklahoma hadn't completed a pass in its last two games. 


But in the closing moments, with their backs to the wall, the 
Sooners unveiled an aerial game to gain a come-fronvbefiind >0> 
17 victory in Memorial Stadium Friday afternoon.' 


A partisan crowd of 76,247 was stunned by a fourth-quarter 


turnaround which saw Oklahoma erase a 17-7 deficit and claim 
a share of the Big Eight Conference championship with 
Colorado and Oklahoma State. 


Nebraska, which would have been a co-champ, and the con- 


ference's Orange Bowl representative with a win, fell into • 
fourth-place tie in the league standings with Iowa State. 


It was a bitterly cold, dreary, dark day. And the darkest 


moment for the Cornhuskers came with just 38 seconds left to 
play when OU's Elvis Peacock skipped into the end zone with 
the winning touchdown. 


Oklahoma got the ball for the last time with just three-and- 


a-half minutes remaining — 85 yards away. Two "flea-flicker" 
pass plays ate up 69 yards of that distance. 


: They were the only two aerials the Sooners tried all day. 


Both were completed. By two different passers. And, ironically, 
each passer was in the game for just one play — the one on 
which he threw his damaging bomb. 


Thomas Lott, who quarterbacked Oklahoma's run-oriented 


Wishbone offense for all but one play, hasn't completed a pass 
during the Sooners' last six games. 


He kept that record clean by pitching to halfback Woodie 


Shepard on first down from the OU IS. Shepard started around 
right end, hesitated, stopped, then stepped back to throw. 
\ 


.The play seemingly took forever to develop as Sooner split 


end Steve Rhodes streaked down the field. Two Nebraska 
defenders recovered from the initial shock to be on hand as 
'Shepard's high floater came down. 


It would surely be batted down. Maybe intercepted. But, 


somehow, Rhodes came down with the ball and a 47-yard gain. 
Shepard returned to the sidelines. That was his one play for the 
day 


Oklahoma reverted to its ground game Three running plays 


produced a first down and moved the ball to the Nebraska 24.

The Nebraska coaching staff and players were at the depths 


'of despair in the dressing room. 


"Toughest loss I've ever experienced," was the usual 


response. 


"Whatmade it particularly hard to swallow," defensive 


: tackle Ron Pruitt observed, "is the fact that though we fell 
behind first, we came back and had it .won, then let it slip 
away." 


"This is the most disappointed any of us have been since 


I've been associated with Nebraska football," Husker head 
coach Tom Osborne observed. 


"We made some adjustments at halftime arid both the 


offense and defense were playing well. We hoped to get up one 
more touchdown. 


"One very crucial situation came when we went for it on 


fourth and one and couldn't make the yardage up the middle. 
Oklahoma fumbled the ball right back to us," Osborne added, 
"but the next time — when we had fourth and two — we tried to 
pass. It might have been caught. But it wasn't." 


Everybody was trying to shoulder the blame. Defensive 


coordinator Monte Kiffin called the pass-leteral "a grade school 
play. I haven't seen that in 10 years. But we (the coaches) 
should have had the players better prepared." 


Offensive tackle Bob Lingenfelter called the failure of the 


offensive line to clear a path for crucial short-yardage tint 
downs "the real turning point." 


The game was filled with plays that "might have been." 
A 30-mile-an-hour wind which whistled out of the north 


played a big role, too. Oklahoma won the toss and elected to 
take the wind. Nebraska started off with terrible field position, 
but got out of the hole when the Sooners were stopped on their 
first possession and end Ray Phillips blocked a punt. ' 


But the Hkuskers couldn't take advantage of the opportuni- 


ty. Three Vince Ferragame passes — into the wind — fell in- 
complete and the chance stalled at the OU 19. 


Nebraska went for all the marbles again with fourth and 


seven on the OU 31 the next time it had the ball. Again a pass 
failed and the Sooners came to life. 


Oklahoma, on 13 straight running plays moved the 


necessary 69 yards. Peacock scored his first TD — he had all 
three Sooner scores — from one yard out. The Sooners led, 7-0. 


Nebraska came back to gain the OU 33 and again went for 


the first down on fourth down. Monte Anthony gained the 
needed yards, but fumbled. 


The Huskers dented the Scoreboard midway through the se- 


cond quarter. Ferragamq found Chuck Malito with a 41-yard 
pass. Though the drive stalled, Al.Eveland came on to boot a 33- 
yard field goal and it was 7-3. 


Nebraska got a little reprieve when what would have been a 


matching fielder by Oklahoma hit the upright from 30 yards out.

Brace, who was on hand in the 


Nebraska pressbox to witness 
Oklahoma's thrilling comeback, 


remembers another of the Sooner's big 
play afternoons. OU bad toppled Iowa 
State 24-10 in the final four minutes 
earlier this year. 


"They're devastating." Bruce said of 


.Oklahoma: "They really run the ball 
well. It scares you to death. It scares me 
to death.

Bottled up for most of the first half by 16th- 


rankeo* Penn State's swarming defense, the 
amazing Dorsett exploded for 224 yards on 38 
carries. 173 yards coming in the second half, as 
Sugar Bowl-bound Pitt wrapped up an 11-0 
regular season, its best ever. 


The Panthers will meet fourth-ranked 


Georgia in the Sugar Bowl on New Year's Day. 
Penn State, 7-4, after having its six-game win- 
ning streak snapped, will face Notre Dame in 
the Gator Bowl. 


Dorsett, a 5-foot-ll, 192-pound senior from 


the nearby steel mill town of Aliquippa, Pa., 
added several more marks to his previous bag 
of nine NCAA records. 


He tallied on runs of six and 40 yards to 


become college football's all-time scoring 
leader. But time ran out on his bid to reach 2.- 
000 yards for the season. He finished with 1.944, 
eclipsing the mark of 1.881 set by Cornell's Ed 
Marinaro in 1971. 


For his career. Dorsett has 6,082 yards, 905 


more than the old record held bv Archie Griffin 
of Ohio State. 


Pitt needed almost every one of Dorsett's 


yards, which he gained through a steady 
drizzle, to fend off a fired-up Pean State team 
which had held Dorsett to 267 yards in three 
previous encounters.

game, carefully mapping his 
strategy to include the 
smallest detail.

Surprisingly, the Oklahoma 


chief wasn't concerning 
himself with the two big 
aerials that finally produced 
the Husker demise. He was 
concerned with what to tell his 
players after the loss. 


It was becoming increasing- 


ly apparent to Switzer that his 
four-year mastery over 
Nebraska was about to come to 
an abrupt end. Especially after 
quarterback Thomas Lott'and 
' fullback Kenny King missed 
connections on a handoff and 
turned the ball over to NU 
trailing 17-13 with 5:03 
remaining. 


So while the Sooner defense 


was struggling to stop 
Nebraska and get one last 
chance, Switzer made his deci- 
sion:' 
• 


"I was going to tell them 


about how we were such a 
young team and would be back 
next year," he admitted."How 
we had played just four seniors 
against a fine team like 
Nebraska." 
: 


Fortunately for Switzer, 


while be was figuring out a 
way to lose with class, offen- 
sive coordinator Galen Hall 


came up with the plays that 
allowed Switzer to save his 
speech — a 47-yard pass from 
halfback Woodle Shepard to 
freshman Steve Rhodes and a 
"flea-flicker" pass from Dean 
Blevins to Rhodes who pitched 
to Elvis Peacock for 32 yards 
to the two. 


Peacock scored the winning 


touchdown on the next play. 


"That has got to be one of the 


biggest, most beautiful wins 
Oklahoma has ever had," 
Switzer beamed dripping wet 
from a post-game victory 
shower. "So many people con- 
tributed in the last few 
minutes of the ball game. 
Shepard's play was such a 
great play. And the defense... 
holding on fourth and two. 
Great!" 


Shepard, who had thrown 


just two passes previously, 
both in high school and both for 
touchdowns, found the third 
much more satisfying. 


"We'd practiced the play all 


•week, especially for this 
game," Shepard said. ^They 
put on a pretty good rush, but I 
knew I was going to get the 
pass off and I knew I was going 
to get it to Mm (Rhodes)." 


"I never dreamed we would 


use either of the two passes," 
Rhodes said. "Usually Horace 
(Ivory) or Elvis1 (Peacock) 
would throw the halfback pass, 
but just last week the coaches 
gave Shepard a chance and he 
was throwing better than our 
quarterbacks." 


While the halfback pass was 


the only time Shepard lined up 
in the wishbone formation, 
Blevin's flea flicker to Rhodes 
was the only play he was in the 
game. . 


"I'm basically a running 


quarterback and Dean's the 
passer," said Lott who. was 
attempting a pass on the play 
before Blevins came in but 
backed off because his 
receiver was covered. ' 


Blevins had to come in cold 


and complete a pin-point pass 
so the pitch timing would be 
perfect. 


"I actually started warming 


up at the start of the fourth 
quarter," Blevins said. "So I. 
was ready to throw a pass like 
that. In fact, if nothing else, I 
was a little tired from all the 
passing I was doing on the 
sidelines. 


"It was my favorite 


pattern," Blevins said of what 
the Sooners call a 317 stop 
pass. "We've thrown that pass 
without the lateral about eight 
times this year and completed 
six. All I could do was throw 
the pass. The rest was up to 
Rhodes and Peacock. 


"If the pass wouldn't have 


worked, we probably would 
have come back with a draw 
play on fourth down," Blevins 
continued. "Rhodes was about 
seven yards short of the first 
down when he caught the ball, 
so the pitch had to work." 


Sooner defensive back Scott 


Hill could find no fault with the 
way Nebraska cornerback 
Dave Butterfield played the 
flea flicker from Blevins. 


"I would have^ reacted the 


same way," Hill admitted; 
"You've got to fly in there and' 
stick that receiver the best you. 
can. I really didn't think that 
play would go." 


Peacock knew different. 
"We knew both those plays 


could work anytime," he said, 
"because of the way 
Nebraska's backs weren't 
coming up to cover. On the last 
pass, I don't know if I've ever 
run faster in my life, because I 
was running for my life." 


While Peacock saw con- 


siderable duty, scoring all 
three Oklahoma touchdowns, 
his elation was no greater than 
that of Blevins. Once the 
starting quarterback, Blevins 
has seen limited play since 
giving way to Lott after an il- 
lness sidelined him in the 
season. 


"I'm going to dream about 


317 stop and lateral for a long 
time," Blevins said. "Those 
are magic numbers for me. I 
just knew something had to 
come along for me sometime. 


"I'd been around so long and 


had been working just as hard 
as anyone else," Blevins said. 
"It's just been tough keeping 
myself keyed mentally.

Friendly confines. 
Those two words have been used so 


often by so many to describe Nebraska's 
Coliseum that it went beyond the point of 
being trite, hackneyed or'stereotyped.

They have been replaced by a multi- 
million dollar sports complex which will 
host its first ever Nebraska basketball 
game at 7:35 p.m. Saturday when the 
Huskers host Big Ten Conference foe 
Iowa. 


While the fans are tickled over the new 


palace on the Nebraska Fairgrounds, 
Cipriano is worried and rightfully so. • 


Gone is his 10-point edge. The place is 


almost as foreign to the home team as it 
is to the visitors. 


Gone are the bleachers so close to the 


court that fans could harass visitors by 
kicking them in the shins during out-of- 
bounds plays. 


Fans will still whoop it up. But they 


will do their yelling from comfortable, 
theatre-type cushioned seats in an air 
conditioned building. 


Cipriano knew what kind of advantage

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council

Section I. That'Tltle 2 of the Lincoln

2.25.010 State ol emerjencyj declara- 
l»n. In addition to those powers granted 
10 the Mayor under Neb. Rev. Slat. 28-8ZO 
10 830 (reissue 1975) relating to civil dis- 
turbances, the Mayor Is authrolzed to 
declare a state of emergency when 
ic/shc finds that the City or any par 
thereof Is suffering or Is In eminent 
danger of suffering from a natural Ols- 
aster. Including floods, tornadoes, or 
other natural occurrences which 'will 
seriously and substantially endanger the 
health, safely, welfare or property of the 
citizens of the City of Lincoln.

Section 2. That Title 2 of the Lincoln 


Municipal Code be amended by adding a 
new section thereto numbered 2.25.020 to 
read as follows:

2.25.020 Emergency powers; Mayor. 


Whenever a- state of emergency as a
